Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled I Love 'Em Latin is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The main component of the DVD is a feature that consists of scenes of explicidy depicted sexual 
activity between Caucasian men and Hispanic women. The feature contains a high degree of 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning conduct which, combined with the manner of its 
presentation of this conduct, results in the Hispanic women involved, and by extension women in 
general, being highly degraded dehumanised and demeaned. This occurs to the point where 
women are presented as being inferior to men. It encourages viewers to be aroused by men who 
have sex with women while treating them with hostility, aggression and contempt. The DVD is 
likely to encourage viewers to develop aggressive and misogynistic attitudes to women, sex and 
intimate relationships. The pervasiveness of the problematic material is such that excisions are not 
feasible and a classification of objectionable is necessary in order to avoid the risk of injury to the 
public good. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. The criteria applied by the Classification Office are 
prescribed bylaw. The publication contains sexual conduct that degrades, dehumanises and 
demeans Hispanic women, and women in general, to such an extent and degree and in such a 
manner as to imply that they are inferior to men and to render the publication objectionable. This 
classification represents an interference with freedom of expression, but it is the only outcome that 
is consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
